More than 1,100 Flying Fort- 
resses and Liberators, escorted by 
strong forces of Mustangs, Thunder- 
bolts and Lightnings, yesterday 
attacked targets in the Munich area 
of Southern Germany, United 
States Strategic Air Forces in 
Europe stated.

United Nations are 
not blind to the future potentiali- 
ties of the principle of the flying 
bomb. What is now at best an in- 
accurate “terror” weapon may be- 
come a factor of utmost military 
importance. Although Gene- 
tal Eisenhower has expressed 
the view that there is little indica- 
tion that its efficiency will be much 
more efficient in the measurable 
future, the Allies are studying the 
weapon with the utmost diligence. 
While present fears expressed by 
civilian populations are of larger 
flying borebs, the future might see 
the development of a weapon much 
smaller than the present type.

Food Poison Epidemic Traced 


To Bacteria 


Tue food poisoning outbreak in Drimnagh! Co. Dublin, as a 

result of which seventeen persons are in Clonskeagh Fever 
Hospital, has been proved to be bacterial in origin and, it is 
suspected, due to bacillus aertrycke infection. 


Dr. F. N. Eheoek, Resident Medical Superintendent of the 
Hospital, stated yesterday that even those who had been critically 
ili on their admission were making progress from the a ‘ministra- 
tion of the modern sulphonamide group of drugs. No further 


produced by them in food, Dr. 
Elcock told a reporter. 

The microbe causing the present 
outbreak was suspected to- be the 
one known as‘ bacillus aertrycke, 
called thus after the Belgian village 
of Aertrycke, where it was first 
identified as being the responsible 
microbe in an epidemic such as that 
which occurred in Drimnagh. The 
name served as a label for one of 
a large family of bacteria wide- 
spread throughout the world. 

The several members of this sib- 
ship of bacteria could be identified 
by a bacteriologist, and this helped 
greatly in unravelling the tangle of 
events, which precede such an out- 
break. some remains of the 
peccant foods were preserved for 
bacteriological examination, and 
these were found to be identical 
with the type recovered from the 
patients in the outbreak, then the 
relationship of cause and effect was 
established. This, of course, was 
rarely pers but if one particular 
type of food poisoning microbe was 
found to be common in the dis- 
charges of several acutely ill per- 
sons from the same locality, or who 
had féd in the same place within 
a given period of time, then the 
evidenec was overwhelmingly in 
favour of contaminated: food being 
the source of the infection. 


INVESTIGATIONS 


It was in this way that the public 
health team placed together the 
data, which eventually gave a 
rational explanation for those un- 
toward happenings, and pointed to 
the safeguards necessary to secure 
protection from. those health 
hazards. First the doctor at the 
bedside must suspect the true 
nature of the condition; this, in 
turn, he had confirmed by the aid 
of the bacteriologist, and finally the 
Superintendent Medical Officer of 
Health’s staff, furnished with the 
data, continued to collect all pos- 
sible pertinent information in the 
households of the locality: affected. 

From such investigations comes 
the knowledge so essential in formu- 
lating a public health programme 
which aimed at controlling such 
unfortunate accidents, Dr. Elcock 
added. i 

A well-known Dublin physician 
said that the city was lucky that 
there were not more cases of food- 
poisoning, especially from milk. 
Very dirty milk, he said, was being 
sold in Dublin—so bad in some 
cases that the “Liffey would have 
to look to its laurels.” As many of 
these outbreaks were milk-borne, he 
said, pasteurised milk and a cleaner 
milk supply generally were a dire 
necessity.

man is not a friend of France?-—

the economic conditions that were 
found in the occupied areas. The 
Norman countryside was described 
as a land flowing not only with 
milk and honey, but also with 
abundant supplies of those good 
things for which France is famous 
—including Camembert cheeses. 
One correspondent declared that in 
some of the larger houses the 
inhabitants of Normandy were 
sleeping between silk sheets, a cir- 
cumstance which can be explained 
by the fact that, while cotton 
is unpbtainable in France, the 
country always has been renowned 
for its manufacture of artificial 
silk. Undoubtedly, Normandy, 
from the point of view of food 
production, is one of the richest 
provinces in Europe; but it would 
be fatally easy to draw false 
deductions from the early reports 
of British and American corre- 
spondents. France, as a whole, 
is in a very bad way for food. 
In peace-time she was almost 
self-supporting, but, then, she had 
the vast economic resources of 
her overseas empire «behind her. 
To-day the French people are 
forced to depend entirely on what 
they can produce within the 
borders of their metropolitan 
territory; and it must be remem- 


army of occupation to support. 
In these circumstances, it is not 
surprising to find that Monsieur 
Hasseigne, Secretary of State for 
Food, has urged all those French 
people whose presence in the 
capital is not essential to leave 
Paris, since in the coming months 
the food situation is likely to. 
become “more and more tragic.” 
Since the war French ‘agriculture 
has suffered. seriously through 
lack of artificial feftilisers, and 
also in consequence of an un- 
usually prolonged drought. Ac- 
cording to Monsieur Hasseigne, 
three regions are suffering more 
severely than the others. One, of 
course; is Normandy, which used 
to supply Paris with the bulk of 
its meat and milk. The second 
is the Midi and the south-eastern 
region, and the third is Paris 
itself, which, with its suburbs, 
represents a population of more 
than 5,000,000 souls. As the 
fighting grows in scale and in 
scope, France’s food problem will 
be certain to become more and 
more acute. Those who know 
France, and have savoured the 
richness of her national larder, 
will. find it hard to believe that 
her people can go hungry; yet 
hunger in France to-day is a stark 
fact. To-morrow it may be even 
starker. 

France’s economic problem is 
grave. Her political problem, in 
some respects, is graver. At 
the moment, her people are help- 
less spectators of the world drama 
that is being enacted within her 
shores. Marshal Pétain’s Govern- 
ment. still controls the civil 
administration of the original area 
left unoccupied at the Armistice. 
Elsewhere, the people are subject 
to the military rule of foreigners; 
and to a Frenchman, proud of 
his tradition of independence, 
foreign supervision, whether it 
be by friend or by foe, must be 
peculiarly galling. As matters 
stand at present, nobody seems 
to know precisely what is happen- 
ing. lhe French Committee in 
Algiers has declared itself to be 
the Provisional Government of 
the French Republic; but so far, 
at any rate, it has not been 
recognised as such either by 
Britain or by the United States. 
When the actual invasioh took 
place, General Eisenhower made 
‘it perfectly clear that he would 
not accept General de Gaulle and 
his supporters at their own esti- 
mate, with the result that a highly 
unsatisfactory condition of affairs 
was created. Then General de 
Gaulle went to Washington, 
where he had a number of talks 
with the American President. 
Before he left the United States’ 


| capital on Monday, the General 


announced that, in his opinion, 
the main object of his visit to the 
White House had been achieved. 
There had been “frank and 


| objective talks on grave questions 


of common interest to the United 
States and France during and 
after the war.” Yesterday Presi- 
dent Roosevelt announced that 
his nation had decided to 
recognise the Algiers Committee 
as the de facto authority for the 
government of the liberated areas 
of France, pending elections, 
but declined to recognise it 
as a provisional Government. 
Washington takes the view that 
nobody will be able to claim that 
he represents France until such 
time as the people of the Republic 
shall have had an opportunity 
to express their wishes freely. 
France’s future constitutes one 
of the greatest problems that 
will confront the architects of 
the post-war world. Without 
a strong France, there can 
be no Europe.

Surely legisla- 
tion on the subject of clean food 
is due, and overdue. It is more 
than ever necessary in these times 
of emergency, when even the 
most careful housewife—and too 
few Irish housewives come under 
the category of careful—lacks the 
facilities for thorough cleansing. 
As Dr. F. N. Elcock, Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent 
of the Clonskeagh Fever Hospital, 
observes, the shortage of fuel 
increases the consumption not 
merely of raw—and, therefore, 
dangerous—foods, but also of 
“ re-heated ” dishes—and does not 
permit the process of “ re-heat- 
ing” to be undertaken in so 
thorough a manner as to 
eliminate the bacteria infection 
that may have occurred since the 
original heating. It is manifest 
that the evil must be tackled at 
source: in other words, in the 
dairies and shops, Is there any 
reason why a Clean Food Bill 
should not be drafted—hastily, 
but not carelessly—and submitted 
to Dail Eireann at the first 
opportunity? Otherwise, we fear 
that outbreaks of food poison- 
ing will become dangerously 
common.

It is difficult to understand why 
this authority, ordinarily the shyest 
and most retiring of Departments, 
should show itself, in this instance, 
so extraordinarily eager to disclaim 
responsibility for a personal tragedy 
which none could have imagined 
attributable, directly or indirectly, 
to them. It is not easy to appreciate 
why they have permitted themselves 
this most inopportune intrusion into 
the affairs of private citizens. [i is 
monstrous that in the misery cf their 

resent situation this unfortunate 
amily should be subjected to tle 
preaching rigmarole and pompous 
taunts of this nest of insensitive 
bureaucrats. 

These functionaries. the “very 
nature of whose employment pro- 
tects them from a knowledge or 
understanding of the cruel facts of 
contemporary life, do not appear to 
realise that poverty, squalor and 
wretchedness need not always imply 
a voluntary, criminal way of living, 
and that there persists in our 
people, in spite of all wretchedness, 
a natural delicacy and self-respect 
which makes them shrink from the 
calculated humiliations involved at 
every turn in the granting of public 
assistance. 

In short, while it may be a “fact” 
that no one need go unclothed, or 
uncared for, or be secretly buried 
because of poverty, our loud- 
voiced officials should be made to 
see that human nature, desperate 
and miserable, cannot be made 
amenable to the crue] jig-saw pattern 
of their charities—or, at least, even 
in a democracy, their grating, 
irrelevant chatter should be silenced 
in the’ terrible presence of death, 
since not one word of sympathy 
with the suffering can be seen in 
their sub-human communication.—

COMMISSIONER’S GIFT 


At the offices of the Department 
of Education yesterday afternoon, 
the High Commissioner for Canada. 
Mr. John D. Kearney, K.C., pre- 
sented to the Minister for Educa- 
tion, for inclusion in the National 
Collections: a Waterford cut-glass 
honey-bowl. Regarded as an ex- 
ceptional example of Irish crafts- 
manship, the bowl had been, for 
some considerable time past. on 
loan to the Museum. It had been 
withdrawn for disposal at the 
auction of the Domvile collection, 
conducted by Messrs. Battersby at 
their galleries recently, and had 
there been bought on behalf of 
Mr. Kearney. Measuring thirteen 
inches in height, the bowl is bee- 
hive-shaped, has diamond cutting, 
and is of the 1790 period. 

Accepting the gift on behalf of 
the National Museum, Mr. T. 
Derrig, Minister for Education, 
said it would be his pleasing duty 
to return it to the Curator of the 
Museum, this time for permanent 
inclusion. It would remind them, 
and all their people who saw it. 
of the spirit which prompted its 
donation—a spirit of good feeling 
and generous affection for our 
people, which they reciprocated 
warmly. It would, he felt, be a 
source of: gratification to. Mr. 
Kearney if his example provided a 
stimulus to others, particularly our 
own countrymen, who might not 
hitherto have felt the commendable 
urge to do honour to the national 
collections in this way.
